Since  its  inception  in  1985,  the 


Education  for  Public  Inquiry  and 
International  Citizenship  program  of 
the  Experimental  College  has  sought 
to  enable  its  students  to  comprehend 
the  increasing  turbulence  and  inter¬ 
dependence  of  world  politics  and 
has  tried  to  expand  the  conception  of 
global  security  beyond  its  traditional 
military  mode.  EPIIC’s  program¬ 
ming  objective  has  been  to  provide  a 
wide  range  of  informed  opinions 
capable  of  probing  the  invariably 
complex  and  contentious  issues  se¬ 
lected. 

Twenty-seven  students  engaged 


themselves  in  this  year’s  study  en¬ 
titled  “International  Security:  The 
Environmental  Dimension.”

were  searching  for  new  paradigms 
and  new  post-containment  thinking. 
It  was  also  a  particularly  appropriate 
time  to  address  this  issue  in  the  after- 
math  of  the  Gulf  War,  a  resource  war 
that  obscured  rather  than  highlighted 
the  real  cost  of  energy.  The  debate 
took  on  more  poignancy  as  the  world¬ 
wide  economic  recession  continued 
to  minimize  and  hide  cmcial  long¬ 
term  environmental  costs  by  treating 
the  earth’s  resources  as  “free  exter¬ 
nalities.”

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whom  Tufts  competes.  The 
Senate  worked  together  to  call 
each  of  these  schools  to  find 
out  whether  or  not  they  had 
disciplinary  minors  —  over 
50%  of  them  did.  All  of  the 
collected  information  was 
brought  before  the  EPC  at  the 
beginning  of  Spring  semester 
and  the  proposal  outlining  the 
specific  details  of  the  Minors 
Program  passed. 

Interestingly  enough, 
many  faculty  and  administra¬ 
tors  who  were  initially  against 
the  creation  of  a  minors  pro¬ 


gram  have  come  around  and 
seen  its  merits.  While  the  actual 
proposal  has  not  yet  been  passed 
in  a  vote  by  the  faculty,  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  minoring  in  a  specific 
discipline  at  Tufts  seems  closer 
than  it  ever  has  to  becoming  a 
reality.  The  proposal  will  be  com¬ 
ing  to  the  floor  of  the  faculty  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  on  March 
23rd,  1992,  at  which  time  its 
future  will  be  determined.  To 
this  point,  many  intricacies  such 
as  an  increased  advising  load, 
shifts  in  course  enrollment,  and 
the  double  counting  of  courses

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by  students  in  order  to  fulfill  the 
requirements  of  both  a  minor 
and  a  major  have  been  given 
careful  consideration.  Hopefully 
many  of  these  dilemmas,  which 
are  largely  administrative  in  na¬ 
ture,  can  be  resolved,  for  estab¬ 
lishing  such  a  program  will  pro¬ 
vide  an  important  opportunity 
to  Tufts’  undergraduates. 

Initiating  the  creation  of  a 
minors  program  has  taught  me  a 
great  deal  about  human  nature 
as  well  as  about  the  nature  of 
large  institutions.

of  the  minors  program.  Now, 
students  may  choose  to  diver¬ 
sify  their  education  further.

outwardness,  and  political  excitement  of  the  late  sixties,  which 
now  has  been  replaced  by  disillusioned  passivity.  Various 
factors  account  for  this  change  in  priorities,  not  the  least  of 
which  is  the  rising  cost  of  going  to  college.  Students  are  now 
being  forced  to  ask,  “Is  it  worth  $80,000  or  more  a  year?” 
Moreover,  the  tightening  job  market  has  destroyed  the  notion 
that  a  bachelor ’s  degree  is  carte  blanche  for  an  interesting,  well¬ 
paying  job  —  and  has  forced  many  to  obtain  post-graduate 
degrees  at  further  cost.  Undergraduates  placed  in  a  position  of 
making  a  future  for  themselves  are  less  inclined  to  be  activists 
while  in  college.  People  want  to  see  A’s  in  return  for  their 
investment.  More  students  request  to  graduate  in  three  years,

however  that  has  come  to  an  end  with  the  mandatory  eight- 
semester  rule  now  in  effect. 

The  disappearance  of  large-scale  political  activity  has 
not,  in  fact,  meant  the  disappearance  of  individual  commit¬ 
ment,  as  many  of  us  seem  to  feel.  There  is  a  good  deal  of 
old-fashioned  soul-searching  and  involvement  in  the  uni¬ 
versity  which  is  not  visible  at  a  fleeting  glance.  Artistic 
endeavor  and  intellectual  curiosity  are  indeed  alive,  but  the 
last  several  years  have  witnessed  a  split  between  those  who 
have  found  an  individual  goal  worth  pursuing  and  those  for 
whom  relevance  could  only  exist  in  a  politicized,  collec¬ 
tive  context.

The  Amalgamates  are  a  group  of  men  and  women  who  perform 
an  ever  widening  repertoire  of  a  cappella  music. 

The  Amateur  Radio  Club  was  revived  this  year. 

The  American  Institute  of  Chemical  Engineers  makes  students 
aware  of  the  opportunities  available  in  the  professional  world, 
through  guest  speakers  and  tours  of  chemical  plants. 

The  American  Chemical  Society  is  an  organization  that  assists 
chemistry  majors  with  their  career  decisions.  Its  members  visit 
places  such  as  Anheuser-Busch,  museums,  and  nuclear  power 
plants,  and  give  demonstrations  at  local  high  schools.

LCS  (Leonard  Carmichael  Society)  is  a  student-run  organiza¬ 
tion  that  encourages  volunteering  through  a  variety  of  individualized 
programs.  It  provides  community  service  in  Medford,  Somerville 
and  the  Greater  Boston  area.

Adult  Literacy  -  students  tutor  functionally  illiterate  adults  through 
one-on-one  sessions,  or  as  classroom  aides  at  the  Somerville  Center  for 
Adult  Learning. 

Blood  Drive  -  co-sponsored  with  the  American  Red  Cross. 

CHILD  (Caring  Helps  in  Living  Disabilities) 

Ears  for  Peers  -  an  anonymous  and  confidential  student-run  peer 
support  hotline. 

Eyes  for  Others  -  allows  volunteers  to  work  with  blind  and  visually 
impaired  adults. 

Food  Rescue  -  picks  up  excess  food  at  grocery  stores  and  restaurants  and 
delivers  it  to  local  homeless  shelters. 

Kid’s  Day  -  a  camival/fair  for  local  youngsters. 

NEMC/Hospital  -  matches  students  up  with  their  volunteering  interests 
at  the  hospital. 

Shelters  -  assisted  by  students  who  help  their  staffs  and  interact  with  the 
guests.  Students  volunteer  with  the  Somerville  Homeless  Coalition 
Shelter  Inc.  and  the  Pine  Street  Inn. 

Leukemia  Swim-a-thon 

Tutoring  and  ESL  -  tutors  children  from  the  local  Somerville  and 
Medford  schools.  English  as  a  Second  Language  volunteers  meet  with 
an  adult. 

Respond  to  Domestic  Violence  -  allows  volunteers  to  answer  hotlines, 
provide  child  care  and  lend  a  hand  and  a  heart  to  women  in  a  time  of 
crisis. 

Cancer  Outreach  -  reaches  out  to  patients  through  volunteer  and 
hospice  work  and  fund-raising. 

Council  for  Exceptional  Children  -  allows  volunteers  to  work  with 
disabled  children. 

Elderly  Outreach  -  volunteers  visit  a  ‘special  senior,’  help  set  up  a 
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luncheon  and  socialize,  or  make  daily  phone  calls  to  an  elderly  person 
as  a  health  check. 

GIV  (Get  Involved  in  Volunteering)  -  aims  to  promote  volunteerism 
in  Medford  and  Somerville  High  Schools. 

Hunger  Project  -  serves  dinner  to  the  hungry',  serves  food  at  an 
emergency  food  pantry,  and  conducts  food  drives  on  campus. 

Project  Chinatown  -  involves  students  through  tutoring,  working  at  the 
health  center,  and  working  with  grass-roots  political  organizations. 
Special  Friends/Day  Care  -  allows  students  to  work  with  children  at 
Tufts  day  care  or  at  the  Somerville  Community  schools. 

Traveling  Treasure  Trunk  -  Tufts’  children’s  repertory  company, 
performing  for  children  in  schools,  day  care  centers,  and  hospitals  in  the 
Boston  area. 

Volunteer  Construction  Corps  -  help  build  low-income  housing  in  the 
local  area. 

Volunteer  Vacations  -  allows  students  to  volunteer  for  one  week  over 
winter  or  spring  break. 

Tufts  Lesbian,  Gay,  and  Bisexual  Community  provides  support 
for  lesbians,  gays,  bisexuals,  and  their  friends,  and  educates  the 
Tufts  community  about  societal  myths  and  prejudices  surrounding 
sexual  orientation  and  gay  culture.  Finally,  TLGBC  is  politically 
active  on  campus  around  bisexual,  lesbian,  and  gay  issues,  such  as 
lobbying  for  civil  rights  for  homosexuals. 

Tufts  Lighting  Sound  and  Video  provides  equipment  and  serv¬ 
ices  for  university  functions  including  concerts,  parties,  lectures, 
bands,  video  dances  and  theatrical  productions.  In  addition,  the 
organization  provides  members  with  valuable  work  experience  in 
the  technical  field. 

Tufts  Media  Society  was  formed  in  response  to  growing  interest 
in  media  issues  on  campus. 

The  Middle  East  Study  Group  promotes  greater  understanding 
of  the  political,  economic,  and  cultural  issues  confronting  the 
region. 

The  Tufts  Mountain  Club  sponsors  numerous  outdoor  events 
and  activities,  such  as  backpacking,  biking,  and  cross-country 
skiing. 

NAACP 

National  Society  of  Black  Engineers 

The  Observer,  established  in  1895,  is  a  weekly  paper  featuring 
news  analysis,  opinions,  editorials,  humor,  arts,  and  sports.  Every 
Thursday,  the  Observer  is  distributed  to  students  hungry  for  the 
real  story. 

The  Off-Hill  Council  is  the  commuter  connection  at  Tufts.  It 
organizes  activities  such  as  dinners,  parties,  and  ski  trips,  for  the 
enjoyment  of  commuting  students,  and  to  strengthen  ties  between 
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off-campus  students  and  residents. 

Onyx  is  a  collaboration  of  many  voices  of  the  African-American 
experience.  It  weaves  threads  of  poetry,  short  stories,  photography, 
and  drawings  into  a  colorful  creation. 

The  Orthodox  Christian  Fellowship  serves  as  a  means  for 
Orthodox  students  to  come  together  for  prayer  and  fellowship.  The 
group  welcomes  anyone  who  wishes  to  leam  about  the  Eastern 
Orthodox  faith. 

The  Oxfam  America  Collective  runs  the  Oxfam  snack  bar  to  raise 
money. 

Pan-African  Alliance  provides  a  base  from  which  African- 
American  students  can  express  their  cultural  identity  through 
educational  and  social  activities. 

The  Panhellenic  Council  is  made  up  of  three  sororities.  They  have 
been  attending  National  Panhellenic  Conferences,  expanded  the 
executive  board  to  improve  relations  with  both  the  administration 
and  other  sororities,  and  finally  obtained  approval  for  a  new 
sorority  on  campus. 

The  Pan-Hellenic  Council  is  comprised  of  eight  historically 
African-American  fraternities  and  sororities.  It  aims  to  maintain 
high  standards,  serve  as  a  forum  for  the  interests  of  the  members, 
and  address  matters  of  mutual  concern  to  the  affiliate  organiza¬ 
tions. 

Pen,  Paint,  and  Pretzels,  better  known  as  the  3P’s,  is  a  student- 
run  drama  organization  affiliated  with  the  Drama  Department. 
Together  they  co-sponsor  four  major  productions  each  year. 
Persepolis  is  the  Iranian  culture  club  at  Tufts. 

Philosophy  Colloquium 

Pi  Sigma  Alpha  is  the  national  political  science  honor  society,  for 
both  Political  Science  and  International  Relations  majors.  It  spon¬ 
sors  forums  and  tries  to  foster  interest  in  these  fields. 

Politica  is  the  political  journal  of  Tufts.  By  sponsoring  debates  and 
symposia,  it  has  become  not  only  a  political  journal  but  a  force  for 
political  dialogue  on  campus. 

Portfolio  is  the  literary  and  fine  arts  journal  of  Tufts  University.  “I 
had  Hardly  begun  to  read.

The  Club  holds  biweekly  coffee  hours  to 
discuss  upcoming  activities  and  projects  in  an  informal  environ¬ 
ment.  Some  activities  include  a  Carnival  Party,  a  Portuguese  - 
Brazilian  Film  Series,  and  a  Portuguese  or  Brazilian  music  work¬ 
shop. 

The  Tufts  Pre-Legal  Society  strives  to  fulfill  the  needs  of  Tufts’ 
law-oriented  students  by  sponsoring  information  sessions  with 
pre-legal  advisors,  practicing  attorneys,  law  school  deans,  and 
Tufts  alumni  that  are  in  or  have  attended  law  school. 

The  Primary  Source  is  the  monthly  journal  of  conservative 
thought  at  Tufts.  It  has  developed  a  national  reputation  for  insight¬ 
ful  articles,  riveting  humor,  and  political  activism.  The  journal  is 
committed  to  the  promotion  of  free  market  economics  and  classi¬ 
cal  liberalism. 

The  Tufts  Programming  Board  is  the  core  and  unifying  organi¬ 
zation  for  most  major  campus  events.  Its  purpose  is  to  plan  social, 
cultural,  recreational,  and  educational  events  for  the  community 
by  bringing  together  the  different  organizations  and  sharing  their 
resources.  It  consists  of  an  executive  board  and  six  standing 
committees:  the  Advertising  Committee,  the  Concert  Board,  Film 
Series,  Lecture  Series,  the  Special  Events  Committee,  and  the 
Class  Councils. 

Proteus  Continuum  is  a  bold  new  magazine  dedicated  to  the 
publication  and  promotion  of  science  fiction  and  fantasy. 
Queen’s  Head  and  Artichoke  is  a  monthly  literary  magazine  that 
provides  an  easily  accessible  forum  for  students  to  have  their 
fiction  and  poetry  published  and  read.  It  also  features  Professors’ 
thoughts  on  artistic  subjects,  alternative  listings  for  those  in  search 
of  something  new  to  do,  and  profiles  on  students  who  are  making 
contributions  to  the  arts  at  Tufts. 

The  Tufts  Republican  Club  works  to  promote  political  aware¬ 
ness  on  campus,  and  gain  support  for  the  Republican  philosophy. 
Residence  Hall  Association  was  created  with  the  primary  pur¬ 
pose  of  enriching  residential  life  on  campus.  It  does  this  by 
encouraging  dorm  governments  to  provide  educational,  social, 
and  cultural  activities  within  the  dorms.  In  addition,  the  R.H.A. 
sponsors  the  Homecoming  Float  Parade,  the  reading  period  Quad 
Run,  and  Dorm  Olympics. 

The  REAL  Program,  (Resumed  Education  for  Adult  Learners), 
was  designed  to  meet  the  need  for  greater  flexibility  in  the 
education  of  older  students.  Members  are  enrolled  in  regular 
undergraduate  courses  and  pursue  a  course  of  study  leading  to  a 
college  degree. _ 
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Ronald  Blackburn  Scholarship  Fund 
The  Russian  Circle,  working  through  the  Russian  House,  orga¬ 
nizes  lectures,  movies,  weekly  teas  during  which  Russian  is 
spoken,  and  other  events  for  students  interested  in  the  languages, 
cultures,  and  politics  of  the  peoples  of  the  Soviet  Union. 
Sarabande,  whose  name  originates  from  a  popular  and  rigorous 
court  dance,  has  come  to  represent  Tufts  Repertory  Dance 
Ensemble.  The  group  was  founded  to  allow  Tufts’  dancers  and 
choreographers  to  perform  quality  repertory  works  in  a  liberal  yet 
professional  atmosphere,  encouraging  a  wide  variety  of  styles  in 
dance  from  ballet  and  modem  to  jazz  and  tap. 

Side  Effects,  a  comedy  troupe  on  campus,  is  in  its  third  year. 
The  Tufts  Ski  Club  sponsors  ski  trips  for  interested  students. 
The  Society  for  Creative  Anachronism  recreates  medieval 
society  through  reenacting  actual  events  and  customs,  such  as 
medieval  combat  and  festivities. 

The  Society  of  St.  Augustine  of  Canterbury  is  an  Episcopal- 
Anglican  student  group. 

The  Society  of  Women  Engineers  is  geared  towards  helping 
students  plan  their  careers  while  learning  about  the  field  of 
engineering.  Some  activities  are  the  Resume  Book,  Job  Shadow¬ 
ing  Program,  and  High  School  Outreach.  Support  is  provided  to 
peers  through  Engineering  Week  for  preffeshmen  and  the  Big 
Sister/Little  Sister  Program.

Students’  Action  for  a  New  Direction  (STAND)  works  to  reduce 
the  military  budget  and  fund  human  needs. 

T ufts  Students  Against  Drunk  Driving  (S  ADD)  promotes  aware¬ 
ness  of  the  problem  of  drunk  driving.

Students  Against  Homelessness  provides  an  awareness  of  the 
problems  surrounding  the  issue  of  homelessness.  They  respond 
not  only  politically,  but  also  through  fund-raising  and  service 
efforts. 

T ufts  Student  Resources  is  a  non-profit  enterprise  run  entirely  by 
students,  providing  its  members  with  first  hand  business  experi¬ 
ence. 

The  Tufts  Symphonic  Band  is  a  thirty-four  member  ensemble. 
Whether  playing  in  Cohen  Auditorium,  at  Faneuil  Hall  Market¬ 
place,  or  on  other  college  campuses,  it  continues  to  provide  quality 
music  and  “tons  of  fun”  for  its  members. 

Tau  Beta  Pi  is  the  national  engineering  honor  society.  Member¬ 
ship  is  among  the  highest  honors  that  can  be  conferred  upon  an 
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Tau  Beta  Pi 


engineer.  Tau  Beta  Pi  strives  “to  foster  a  spirit  of  liberal  culture  in 
engineering  colleges.” 

Teach  for  America  Tufts  encourages  seniors  to  consider  teaching 
as  a  profession,  working  through  the  Teach  for  America  program. 
The  Third  Day  Gospel  Choir  provides  an  opportunity  for  people 
to  come  together  and  express  themselves  through  gospel  music. 
Torn  Ticket  II  is  Tufts'  musical  theater  organization.  Entirely 
student  run,  it  gives  all  thespians  an  opportunity  to  perform  or  work 
behind  the  scenes  on  performances.  Providing  fun,  friends,  great 
times,  and  new  experiences,  Tom  Ticket  II  has  been  an  outlet  for 
Tufts  crazy,  goofy,  musical  theater-people. 

Total  Eclipse 

The  Tufts  Tri-Service  Organization  is  a  student  mn  social  group 
that  is  dedicated  to  increasing  awareness  of  the  Reserve  Officer 
Training  Corps  (ROTC)  program  and  improving  ROTC’s  image 
on  campus.  TTSO  usually  holds  one  major  event  yearly,  the 
Veterans’  Day  remembrance  ceremony  on  Memorial  Steps.

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Volume  67  of  the  Tufts  University  Jumbo  Yearbook  was  printed  by 
Jostens  Printing  and  Publishing  Division  in  State  College,  Pennsylva¬ 
nia,  using  offset  lithography.  Of  the  288  pages,  32  were  printed  in  four 
color  process.  Paper  stock  was  100  lb.  gloss  in  signatures  one  and 
eighteen.  Matte  195  was  used  for  the  remainder  of  the  book. 

The  Craftline  cover  is  #5 17  Basin  Street  leather  with  #1254  Shrunken 
Leather  grain  and  hand  rubbed  #326  black  overtone.  The  seal  was 
embossed  from  a  fully  modeled  brass  die  cut  with  #  590  gold  Metalay 
applied.  Endsheet  stock  was  #303  Parchmatte.  Background  Screens 
were  provided  by  Jostens  as  computer-generated  clip  art. 

All  body  copy  is  Times  Roman  typeface.  Caption  copy  is  8  point 
Times  Roman.  Headlines,  cover  and  folio  copy  are  Benguiat  typeface 
and  range  in  size  from  14-60  point. 

The  Jumbo  Yearbook  budget  was  $44,000.  Books  were  available  to 
seniors  for  $40.00.  1100  books  were  printed.
